MAIN CAUSES OF DEATH AND NOTES ON THE CHANGES INTRODUCED INTO THE CONTENT OF THE 
MAIN GROUPS OF DISEASES BY THE 8th REVISION OF INTERNATIONAL CLASSIFICATION OF DISEASES 


The 7th revision was in use up to and including 1967. The 8th revision was in 
use from 1968 onwards. If the trend of a disease over the periods before 1968 and 
the period 1968 onwards is to be observed it is necessary to know the changes, if any, 
in the diseases included under disease headings in which the statistics are grouped. 
‘Inspection of certain of the 7th and 8th revision categories show the following 
modifications: 


CIRCULATORY DISEASE (1I.C.D 410-468, 7th Revision) 
Coronary Disease, Angina, From 1968 and onwards the group is given the heading 
Ischaemic heart disease. Cardiovascular degeneration (422.1 7th revision, 412 


8th revision) is added to the previous pre=-1968 group of causes. 


Hypertension with heart disease. From 1968 onwards this is expanded and given the 
heading hypertensive disease. Malignant hypertension 445 (7th rev.) 400 (8th rev.) 
essential benign hypertension 444 (7th revision) 401 (8th), hypertensive renal 
disease 446 (7th) 403 (8th) are added. 


Other heart disease. This group is divided into two groups: (after transferring 
cardiovascular degeneration 422.1 (7th) 412 (8th) to ischaemic heart disease 
above). Chronic rheumatic heart disease -398 (8th) and other forms of 

heart disease 420-429 (8th). 


Other circulatory disease. This heading is changed to other disease of 
circulatory system 440-458 (8th revision). Added ares infarction of mesenteric 
artery-444.2 (8th revision) 570.2 (7th revision) and portal thrombosis 452 (8th 
revision) 583 (7th revision). Transferred to hypertensive disease and thus 
removed are malignant hypertension, benign hypertension and hypertensive renal 


disease where heart not involved 400.0.2.3, 401 403 (8th revision). Removed 
also is systemic lupus erythematosis 734.1 (8th revision) 456 part (7th revision). 


RESPIRATORY DISEASE (1.C.D. 470-527, 763, 7th Revision) 


We have the same headings as before namely: influenza, pneumonia, 
bronchitis, other diseases of respiratory system. Asthma is given its own 
heading from 1968 on bat asit was excluded from the main group before 1968 we will 
continue to exclude it from 1968 onwards. 


Influenza 480-483, (7th revision) 470-474 (8th revision). No change. 


Pneumonia 490-493, 763, (7th revision) 480-486 (8th revision). From 1968 
onwards bronchiolitis is excluded 491 (7th revision) 466 (8th revision). 


Bronchitis 500-502 (7th revision) 490-492 (8th revision). From 1968 onwards 
acute bronchitis is excluded 500 (7th revision) 466 (8th revision). Emphysema 
(without mention of bronchitis) is added 527.1 (7th revision) 492 (8th revision). 


Other diseases of respiratory system. Transferred to this heading from the 
previous heading are acute bronchitis and bronchiolitis. Added is hay fever 240 
(7th revision) 507 (8th revision). Transferred from this heading to bronchitis 
heading is emphysema without mention of bronchitis. 


For the main group heading i.e. Respiratory Disease the only change is the 
addition of hay fever. Asthma (493 8th revision) has been excluded. 
MALIGNANT NEOPLASMS (I.C.D 140-205, 7th Revision) 


Malignant neoplasms of stomach. There is no change in the content of this heading. 
Malignant neoplasms,lung,bronchus. From 1968 onwards malignant neoplasm of the 
pleura 162.2 (7th revision) 163 (8th revision) is removed from this heading. 


Malignant neoplasm, breast, There is no change. 

Malignant neoplasm, uterus. From 1968 onwards carcinoma in situ is excluded from 
this heading 171 (part) (7th revision) 234.0 (8th revision). 

Leukaemia,aleukaemia. No change. , 

Other malignant and lymphatic neoplasms. Transferred from previous heading:

Vaccination against poliomyelitis was introduced in 1957 with three doses of 
dead vaccine by injection as a primary course. In 1962 live vaccine was introduced 
with a primary course of three doses, a,fourth dose of dead or live vaccine being 
provided for school children under 12 years of age. By 1965 the practice established 
was to give three oral doses in infancy followed-by a fourth oral dose on starting 
school. Older groups have also received the vaccine. 


For most years the numbers of children under school age receiving primary 
courses of vaccination have been given to us in age groups each of which consists of 
‘those born in a given year. This at first was the original practice for all age 
‘groups. For 1961 onwards however the older age groups have covered a wider span 
of ages and the span of ages in the groups has varied from year to year. This hampers 
presentation and interpretation as will be seen from our statistics of reinforcing 
doses given below.

REVACCINATION OF SCHOOL CHILDREN. By 1969 vaccination and revaccination of 
children of school age was minimal and such immunity as they had was mainly 
from vaccinations and revaccinations done in 1962 when smallpox was in the 
country. 


In the report for the years ending December 1967 I estimated that 11% of 
the school population had been vaccinated or revaccinated mainly in 1962 and 
any immunity they had was their legacy of that year. By December 1969 those 
partially immune children would have left school and their immunity further 
waned. Thus as,only 47 re-vaccinations were recorded in years 1963-69 the 
immunity of school children would be negligible by December 1969.

(2) VACCINATION RATES AND THEIR TREND 


Up to the end of 1961 most infants who were vaccinated were vaccinated in the 
first year of life but in 1962 more infants than in former years were vaccinated 
at a later stage. In 1963 the second year of life was advocated as an age for 
vaccination. With this change of practice the County as seen above ceased to 
record vaccinations at ages under one year but continued to record them in the 
second year of life. Thus up to 1962 the expedient rate was the percentage of 
the number of births in a given year of those vaccinated while under one year of 
age in that year. 1963 represented an interim period in which vaccinations 
diminished in numbers while infants reached their second year of life. From 
1964 onwards the expedient rate became the vaccinations done at age 12-23 months 
expressed as a percentage of infants surviving to age of one year. In 1968 greater 
emphasis was placed on the need for vaccinations to be carried out by or with the 
knowledge of the family doctor. which could result in delay or postponement.
